witted Bismarck.

A portion of her press can find no epi- 
thet too coarse to liurl at England, who 
never 'retorts, and so displays di;j:nity and 
.sense, at France deserting her at Alexan- 
ilria, and who iievor alludes to the Tu- 
nisian trick, nor to iho bombardment of 
foreigners' private property at Sfa.\ — in- 
cluding tlie natives'. Those who believed 
in alliance!! and entente t'urdiulex and simi- 
lar fustian must by this time have their 
eyoa I'udely opeiu;U. The Frencli had got 
it into their lieada that it was iiupu.soible 
for llie Englisii to gyt on without tiieni 
and that it is .-simply audacity on their 
part to act as they are doing in Egypt on 
their own uccoinit.

Tliero are those who have stoutly coii- 
touded, and still.coiitend, that certain in- 
dustries cannot be successfully carried on 
in this country, indeed on this co.ast, 
without Chinese labor. We shall confine 
the present remarks to two — cigar-making 
and fish-canning. It bis been broadly 
held that the cheaper labor and more 
nimble fingers of the Moiigul are essen- 
tial to tho manufacture of cigars on tho 
Pacific coast — that is, so as to compoto 
successfully with other countries. Acting 
under that conviction those embarking in 
cigar making in San Francisco employed 
Chinese labor almost exclusively. But, 
as has been the case in hoot and shoe 
making, in tailoring and other branches 
of industry in San Francisco, "John"haa 
to a great extent advanced from the posi- 
tion of ompliiyee to that of boss manu- 
facturer, and it is an undeniable fact tliat 
the great bulk nf the cigars manufactured 
in San Francisco to-day arc not only 
mannipiilated by Mongoliaii fingers, but 
are the product of Chinese establish- 
ments. Two or three years ago Mr. 
John Kurtu embarked in the manufactiiro 
of cigars at Victoria, and lie coiirageoiialy 
inscribed "i\o Chinese Labor" on his 
trade-marl:. Krieiids doubted. Wise ones 
predicted failure. "You cannot," said 
they, "ciuupi tc with Chinese labor in San 
Francisco; much less can you hope to com- 
pete witli Chinese labor in Victoria." But 
Mr. Kdrtz was not to bo discouraged in 
this way. lie had faith in white, free 
labor, and he pressed onward, adhering 
faithfully to his vow that no slave or 
Mongolian labor should be applied to the 
production of his cigars. And what haa 
been the result? Tho favorite cigar in 
British Columbia to-day is the Kurtz 
cigar, Tt is found in in-ery respectable 
establishment where cigar.s are kejit and 
connoisseurs ask for it. There are to bo 
found plenty of cigars manufactured by 
Chinese in San Francisco and in Victoria, 
and some of them have very fine names, 
loo ; but no connoisseur who has smoked 
the Kurtz cigar would tolerate them. Not 
only has Mr. Kurtz's adventure been en- 
tirely successful in so far i\s producing a 
lirsl-rale article is concerned but he hius 
been successful in fcecuring the best trade 
of the country and, what is of vital ini- 
IKirtance, in deiiioiistrating that the tiling 
can bo done with white labor at a satis- 
factory profit. In fact he has practically 
pushed Chinese cigarmaking to the wall. 
On patriotic grounds ho would have a 
right to appeal to the country. But he 
has no need to do that. The superior 
quality of his cigars appeals irresistibly to 
the taste of tho smoker. Oh I for a Kurt« 
in the canning biiaiiiesal Wo are per- 
suaded that proiisely the saino results 
would follow, in so far as demonstrating 
the fact that white labor is preferable to 
the Chinese labor is concerned. — Drithh 
Cuiiimbiaii.
